Quastad, Chair, called the meeting to order. All in attendance recited the Pledge of Allegiance. Motion by Hansen, second by
Glasnapp to approve the minutes from last week’s meeting with corrections, also approving them for publication. All ayes, motion
carried.

During Public Forum, Glasnapp reported that at the Safety meeting it was reported that Emmet County is at 303 accident free days.
There was discussion at the safety meeting that at 365, employees would be rewarded. At the safety meeting they discussed heat
stroke and changes to child labor laws.

Pluth reported that he had met with a carpenter regarding the Annex building renovations. He will also be meeting with a plumber and
an electrician and then create a bid format sheet with the carpenter to make sure bids are comparable.

The Board discussed courthouse renovations and Pluth will contact Jacobson-Westergard on the renovations.

Emmet County Auditor, Amy M. Sathoff reported that ED3 stamped warrant holders are inquiring when they will be getting paid.
Pluth will follow up with Jacobson-Westergard on that as well.

Emmet County Engineer’s Office Manager, Allison Fisher joined the meeting and presented the FY 2022 tabulation of fuel letting bids
for Secondary Roads as follows:

Perry Russell of the American Legion reported to the Board that Memorial Day went well this year. He reported that 18 flags could
not be displayed due to lack of poll mounts. Current poll mounts are deteriorated and in need of replacement. The Legion is working
with C&G Manufacturing to design and make the 500 poll mounts and they will be doing fund raising at a later date.

Bauler reported that she would not recommend taking the
funding from the Supervisor’s wages. It was also discussed that the Board could not take a pay increase to fund the position. Auditor,
Amy M. Sathoff reported funding could be in the form of an Auditor Adjustment at year end from the same service area with Board
approval.

Emmet County Treasurer, Brenda Moore joined the meeting to discuss how the Compensation Board process.

Emmet County Recorder, Diann Minion joined the meeting.

The Board discussed fiscal year, funding source and whether the position must be filled with a current County employee.
No action was taken on the Budget Director Position.

Attorney Bauler reported that the Department Heads met and discussed the following:
e Wheelchair access and that the wheel chair will be stored on the lower level of the Courthouse and that EMA
Director Sheridan is looking into obtaining a wheel chair for each level of the Courthouse.
Opening of the Law Center doors was tabled because Sheriff Martens was unable to attend the meeting.
The Emmet County website and cyber security training.
IT Director will be switching everyone from a .com to a .gov email address before August.
Next meeting of the Department Heads will be July 7, 2021.
